SENATE BILLS 

Federal legislation that concerns 
bilingual education includes two 
complementary bills sponsored by 
Senators Cranston and 玉 ennedy to 
continue bilingual education for 
another five years.

place during the New Year. The day marked the end of the annual 
Cycle of the perennial seasons and the beginning of the new cycle.

After this shortest day of the year, the days began to lengthenji the 
ya118 force of the sun was once more in ascendance over the yin. This 
first sign of a victory of light over darkness was occasion for rejoicing 
to the centuries of peasants to whom life was never certain and death 
Was forever hovering close by.It was a time for thanksgiving for having 
Passed safely through the year and time to make ready to pass through 
and hopefully survive another. 

Heavy clothes and blankets pawned in the summer would now be re- 
aeemed 让 by good fortune enough cash had been saved up.Suits of 
aper clothing were sent to the ancestors in heaven by burning.

Jerry，looking back over the 15 
years of struggle，was quoted as 
Saying,“JIt is most important that 
the valuable work of the American 
Legion be carried on at all levels 
without discrimination，That is 
what I have been fighting for since 
1958， 

Jerry has also been instrumental 
in getting Santa Clara County Hos- 
Pital to hire Chinese American in- 
terms for the first time and retail- 
ing labor unions to involve Chinese 
Americans for the first time，
